WHEREAS,  On  October  16,  1991,  the  Air  District  approved  a  $2.00  surcharge  on 
motor  vehicle  registration  fees,  and  raised  the  surcharge  to  $4.00  effective  April  1,  1993;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  supports  the  Bay  Area  Clean  Air 
Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic's  Bicycle  Program  has  identified  a

National  Historic  Park  and  the  Argonaut  Hotel  proposed  a  plan  for  the  permanent  usage  of  the 
west  and  east  sidewalks  of  Hyde  Street  for  street  artists;  and

WHEREAS,  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Sections  4703  and  4703.2  provide  that  in  each 
County  that  elects  to  adopt  the  Alternate  Method  of  Tax  Levies  and  Collections  there  is  created  by 
law  a  tax  losses  reserve  fund;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  further  provides  that  the  tax  losses  reserve 
fund  may  be  maintained  at  a  minimum  amount  equivalent  to  either  1  (one)  percent  of  the  total  of  all 
taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  the  secured  roll  for  the  year  for  participating  entities  in  the  County 
(Section  4703)  or  25  (twenty- five)  percent  of  the  total  delinquent  secured  taxes  and  assessments  for 
participating  entities  in  the  County  as  calculated  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  (Section  4703.2). 

WHEREAS,  Since  fiscal  year  1996-97,  the  tax  losses  reserve  fund  has  been  maintained  at  an 
amount  equivalent  to  1  percent  of  the  total  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  the  secured  roll  for 
the  year  for  participating  entities  in  the  County  according  to  the  provisions  of  Revenue  and  Taxation 
Code  Section  4703;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  4703.2  of  the  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  authorizes  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  County  Auditor,  to  adopt  a  resolution  electing  to  be 
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governed  by  the  provisions  of  Section  4703.2  rather  than  the  provisions  of  Section  4703;  now, 
therefore,  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  elects  to  maintain  the  tax  losses 
reserve  fund  at  an  amount  not  less  than  25%  of  the  total  delinquent  secured  taxes  and  assessments 
for  participating  entities  in  the  County  as  provided  by  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section  4703.2.

through  a  Dental  Mercury  Reduction  Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1994  the  Bay  Protection  and  Toxic  Cleanup  Program  performed  a  pilot 
study  to  measure  concentrations  of  contaminants  in  fish  in  San  Francisco  Bay  which  indicated 
the  presence  of  chemicals  or  chemical  groups,  including  mercury,  dioxins  and  others  that 
impair  the  bay  waters;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mercury  is  a  persistent,  bioaccumulative  toxin  that  poses  a  risk  to  human 
health,  wildlife  and  the  environment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recent  studies  on  mercury  levels  in  San  Francisco  residents  have  been 
linked  to  fish  consumption  and  to  a  number  of  specific  heaith  conditions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Dental  amalgam  fillings  typically  contain  45%  of  mercury  by  weight  and 
mercury  is  the  primary  pollutant  emitted  from  dental  practices;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Dental  clinics  remain  largely  unregulated  for  mercury  disposal  and 
extracted  amalgam  materials  are  often  disposed  of  down  the  drain  and  into  the  Bay  via  the 
municipal  waste  water  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment  in  collaboration  with  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  require  dental  offices  to  limit  amalgam  wastes 
generated  to  minimum  achievable  levels  through  installation  of  Amalgam  Removal  Equipment 
and  implementation  of  best  management  practices  or  self-monitoring  to  show  compliance  with 
the  local  limit  and  implementation  best  management  practices;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  will  promote  the  installation  of  Amalgam  Removal 
Equipment  and  recognize  early  adopters  of  this  equipment  by  awarding  rebate  checks  to 
cover  partial  cost  of  equipment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Money  through  this  grant  will  support  those  dental  practices  identified  by 
the  San  Francisco  Dental  Society  as  serving  low-income  populations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment  Toxics  Program  will  conduct 
extensive  outreach  to  local  dentists  and  will  provide  dental  practices  training  opportunities  in 
issues  such  as  mercury  waste  management,  installation  of  Amalgam  Removal  Equipment  and 
proper  hazardous  waste  management;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment  Toxics  Program  will  hold  a  Workshop 
to  train  neighboring  counties  on  implementation  of  similar  mandatory  programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Dental  Mercury  Reduction  Program  will  create  the  first 
mandatory  mercury  pollution  prevention  program  for  dentai  offices  in  the  EPA's  Region  IX  and 
serve  as  a  model  for  other  jurisdictions  around  the  San  Francisco  Bay,  throughout  California 
and  the  rest  of  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  budget  includes  provision  for  indirect  costs  of  $4,682.00  now, 
therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  accept  and  expend  funding  of  $51 ,500  from  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  provide  a  Dental  Mercury  Reduction  Program.

WHEREAS,  Tens  of  thousands  of  chemicals  are  currently  manufactured  and  sold  in 
global  commerce;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ample  scientific  evidence  has  demonstrated  that  citizens  of  San 
Francisco,  along  with  others  in  California  and  the  U.S.,  are  exposed  to  potentially  dangerous 
chemicals  through  consumer  products,  the  workplace,  and  our  air,  water,  and  food;1  and 

WHEREAS,  Even  basic  screening  data  is  not  available  to  the  public  and  government 
officials  on  the  hazards  to  human  health  and  the  environment  for  over  90%  of  the  highest 
volume  chemicals;2  and 

WHEREAS,  Existing  programs  for  the  regulation  of  toxic  chemicals  by  the 
governments  of  the  California  and  the  United  States  (1 )  do  not  require  adequate  information 
on  the  safety  of  most  chemicals  to  which  people  or  the  environment  are  exposed,  (2)  result  in 
safety  evaluations  of  relatively  few  chemicals  each  year  and  (3)  are  not  expected  to  provide 
safety  information  for  most  chemicals  in  commerce  in  the  foreseeable  future;  and

WHEREAS,  The  California  Code  of  Regulations  Title  13,  Division  2,  Chapter  5,  Article 
1,  Section  1103(e)  and  (f)  requires  all  ambulances  within  the  State  to  carry  "a  spare  wheel 
with  inflated  tire"  and  "a  jack  and  tools  for  wheel  changes";  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Vehicle  Code  Section  2512  requires  the  Commissioner  of 
the  California  Highway  Patrol  to  grant  an  exemption  to  the  requirement  upon  request  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  non-commercial  ambulances;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  operates  non-commercial 
ambulances;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Code  of  Regulations  Section  1108(b)  states  that  the

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  on  rare  occasions  confers  honorary  citizenship  on 
individuals  who  have  made  extraordinary  contributions  to  this  country  or  to  humankind 
throughout  the  world;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Honorary  citizenship  is  and  should  remain  an  extraordinary  honor  not 
lightly  nor  frequently  granted;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Posthumous  citizenship  is  an  honorary  status  commemorating  the  bravery 
and  sacrifices  of  these  person,  it  does  not  convey  any  benefits  under  the  Immigration  and 
Nationality  Act  to  any  relative  of  the  decedent;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Current  law  provides  for  the  granting  of  United  State  citizenship  to  aliens 
or  noncitizen  nationals  of  the  United  States  who  die  because  of  injury  or  disease  incurred  in  or 
aggravated  by  honorable,  active  duty  service  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  has  been  determined  that  more  than  250  soldiers  of  Asian  descent 
fought  bravely  and  honorably  in  the  Union  and  Confederate  armed  forces  during  the  United 
States  Civil  War;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  of  these  soldiers  were  denied  citizenship  following  their  service  as  a 
result  of  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  of  1882  and  general  anti-Asian  sentiment  prevalent  at  that 
time  and  similar  restrictions  were  expanded  to  people  from  India,  Japan,  Korea,  the 
Philippines  and  other  Asian  countries;  and, 
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1  WHEREAS,  The  Congress  overturned  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  of  1882  in  1943  to 

2  I  end  this  injustice  to  Asian  immigrants  but  did  not  extend  this  citizenship  to  those  who  had

Airport  (SFIA)  in  conjunction  with  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (USDOT),  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA), 
and  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  to  enhance  and  improve  the 
reliability  and  security  of  critical  air  traffic  and  airport  operations  at  SFIA. 

WHEREAS,  California's  energy  crisis  resulted  in  the  need  to  rethink  the  manner  in 
which  electric  power  is  supplied  to  City  facilities  and  services,  due  to  the  vulnerability  of  these 
facilities  and  services  to  grid  failure;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Voters  approved  a  charter  amendment  in  the  November  6,  2001,  General 
Municipal  Election  authorizing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  provide  for  issuance  of  revenue 
bonds  without  further  voter  approval  for  the  purpose  of  financing  or  refinancing  the  acquisition, 
construction,  installation,  equipping,  improvement,  or  rehabilitation  of  equipment  or  facilities 
for  renewable  energy  and  energy  conservation  (Proposition  H);  and,

WHEREAS,  On  her  fourth  voyage,  during  World  War  II,  she  was  diverted  into  a  shuttle 
run  between  England  and  the  newly  taken  Omaha  and  Utah  beachheads  at  Normandy  where 
she  was  the  target  of  at  least  two  bomb  attacks  and  one  torpedo  attack;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  the  war,  there  were  far  more  ships  than  needed  for  peacetime  so,  in 
February  1946  she  joined  hundreds  of  her  sisters  in  a  reserve  fleet  near  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1978,  the  National  Liberty  Ship  memorial,  Inc.,  a  California  non-profit 
corporation  was  formed  to  restore,  preserve,  maintain  and  present  to  the  public,  an  original, 
unaltered  Liberty  Ship,  and  the  S.S.  Jeremiah  O'Brien  met  all  those  criteria;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  volunteer  crew  of  the  O'Brien  returned  the  ship  to  the

WHEREAS,  The  prevailing  wage  law  serves  important  public  purposes,  including 
protecting  workers  from  exploitation,  allowing  union  contractors  and  non-union  contractors  to 
bid  for  public  work  on  a  level  playing  field,  protecting  the  wage  base  in  local  labor  markets, 
providing  opportunities  for  training  skilled  workers,  attracting  the  most  skilled  workers  to  public 
projects,  and  avoiding  the  strain  on  public  resources  that  occurs  when  workers  are  not

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  has  declared  that  the  prevailing  wage  law  is  "a 
matter  of  statewide  concern".

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994, 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36600  etseq.  ("the  Act"),  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  697-03  on  October  21,  2003,  entitled  "Resolution

WHEREAS,  PG&E  has  represented  to  the  community  that  the  installation  of  said 
power  lines  consists  of  trenching  San  Francisco  streets  and  burying  three  new  conduits,  one 
of  which  will  contain  lines  delivering  a  minimum  load  of  eight  (8)  megawatts  of  power,  with  the 
potential  to  deliver  twelve  (12),  and  the  second  conduit  designed  to  contain  power  lines 
carrying  similar  loads  at  an  unspecified  time  in  the  future;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  power  loads  require  the  installation  of  a  large  pole-mounted  or  pad- 
mounted  capacitor  along  the  power  lines'  route  from  the  Marina  Substation  to  Letterman 
Digital  Arts  Center;  and  DOCUMENTS  DEPT. 
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WHEREAS,  a  suitable  location  for  said  capacitor  is  now  being  sought  and  has  not  as  of 
this  date  been  determined;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  more  suitable  location  for  the  neighborhood  for  the  said  capacitor  would 
be  in  the  Presidio;  and 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  has  represented  to  the  community  that  its  selection  of  the  Bay- 
Fillmore-Filbert-Lyon  route  was  based  on  engineering  criteria,  the  needs  of  Letterman  Digital 
Arts  Center,  and  its  plan  to  mount  the  capacitor  on  an  existing  pole  along  that  route,  since 
most  alternative  routes  now  have  fully  undergrounded  utilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  No  one  has  been  able  to  demonstrate  why  said  capacitor  cannot  be 
located  inside  the  Presidio  and  not  within  San  Francisco's  neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  No  City  or  State  agency  has  performed  a  review  of  the  potential  human 
health  and  environmental  risks  of  the  undergrounding  of  power  lines;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  in  the  summer  of 
2003  adopted  the  Precautionary  Principle  Policy  (Ch.  1  §  101  SF  Environment  Code), 
applicable  to  all  City  agencies  and  to  all  businesses  operating  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Precautionary  Principle  Policy  provides  that  where  threats  of  serious 
or  irreversible  damage  to  people  or  nature  exist,  lack  of  full  scientific  certainty  about  cause 
and  effect  shall  not  be  viewed  as  sufficient  reason  for  the  City  to  postpone  measures  to 
prevent  the  degradation  of  the  environment  or  protect  the  health  of  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  was  no  public  participation  the  decision  to  select  the  Bay-Fillmore- 
Filbert-Lyon  route;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  urges  Lucasfilm  Ltd. 
and  PG&E  to  work  with  the  community  and  ensure  the  route  for  the  powerlines  servicing 
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Letterman  Digital  Arts  Center  involves  as  little  impact  to  the  community  as  possible  and,  to 
select  the  route  that  best  protects  the  health  and  safety  of  San  Francisco's  residents;  and,  be

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  PG&E  shall  do  everything  within  the  company's  power  to 
locate  any  above  ground  equipment  including  all  above  ground  wires  and  capacitor(s)  needed

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  forward  a  copy 
of  this  resolution  the  Presidio  Trust.

WHEREAS,  In  January,  1995,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ("Board")  adopted  the  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  Survey  Area  ("Survey  Area"),  which  is  generally  bounded  by  San  Francisco  Bay 
to  the  east,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  border  to  the  south,  US  Highway  101  to  the 
west,  and  Cesar  Chavez  Street  to  the  north;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  10,  1997,  the  Board  approved  and  certified  the  election  of  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  Project  Area  Committee  (the  "PAC);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  PAC  has  produced  a  document  entitled  the  "Bayview  Hunters  Point 
Community  Revitalization  Concept  Plan,"  which,  among  other  things,  sets  forth  a  vision  and 
strategies  for  the  revitalization  and  redevelopment  of  those  portions  of  Third  Street  within  the 
Survey  Area  as  a  neighborhood  commercial  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  wishes  to  encourage  the  development  of  certain  portions  of 
Third  Street  as  a  neighborhood  commercial  area  and  to  protect  those  portions  of  Third  Street 
from  the  approval  of  development  projects  that  are  inconsistent  with  a  neighborhood 
commercial  area;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  has  adopted  a  resolution  urging  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  to  amend  the  Redevelopment  Plans  for  the  India  Basin,  the  Hunters 
Point  Hill,  and  the  Bayview  Industrial  Triangle  redevelopment  project  areas  to  establish  land 
use  and  development  controls  consistent  with  those  of  a  neighborhood  commercial  district 
under  the  City  Planning  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS.  Certain  properties  along  Third  Street  that  are  not  within  a  redevelopment 
plan  or  redevelopment  survey  area  currently  are  zoned  for  industrial  use  under  the  City 
Planning  Code,  which  would  allow  for  possible  development  on  Third  Street  of  projects  that 
are  inconsistent  with  a  neighborhood  commercial  area:  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  new  Muni  Third  Street  light  rail  line,  currently  projected  to  begin 
operations  in  the  Bayview  area  by  2004.  will  establish  a  light  rail  transit  line  along  the  entire 
length  of  Third  Street  in  Bayview,  and  neighborhood  commercial  uses  along  this  new  light  rail 
line  would  be  consistent  with  land  uses  adjacent  to  other  light  rail  lines  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  City  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
impose  interim  zoning  controls  temporarily  suspending  the  approval  of  permits  and  other  land 
use  authorizations  in  conflict  with  a  contemplated  zoning  proposal  which  the  Board,  the 
Planning  Commission,  or  the  Department  of  Planning  is  considering  or  intends  to  study  within 
a  reasonable  period  of  time:  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  23.  2001 ,  Supervisor  Maxwell  introduced  interim  controls  that 
subjected  the  above-captioned  properties  zoned  M  (Industrial)  to  the  more  restrictive  controls 
of  NC-3  (Moderate-Scale  Neighborhood  Commercial)  for  a  period  of  one  year.  The  interim 
controls  were  adopted  on  February  1 .  2002  and  have  expired:  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  interim  controls  adopted  on  February  1 ,  2002,  the  Board  found  that 
the  controls  are  necessary  in  order  to  protect  those  portions  of  Third  Street  that  are  not  within 
a  redevelopment  project  or  survey  area  from  development  which  is  inconsistent  with  its 
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contemplated  development  as  a  neighborhood  commercial  area  until  such  time  as  permanent 
controls  for  Third  Street  can  be  adopted;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  finds  that  it  is  necessary  to  impose  the  interim  controls  for  an 
additional  12  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  interim  controls  enhance  and  are  consistent  with  the  purpose  of  the 
Planning  Code  as  set  forth  in  Section  101  and  with  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code 
Section  101.1  in  that  they  will  preserve  and  enhance  opportunities  for  neighborhood-serving 
retail  uses  and  attendant  resident  employment  and  ownership  of  such  businesses  (Policy  1); 
no  other  Priority  Policy  will  be  impacted;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  Planning  Code  Section  306.7(h),  interim  controls  may  be  in  place 
for  up  to  24  months;  now,  therefore,  be  it
